in Greece, Bays the Tlmrx correspondent 
at Athens, imperatively demands an 
early declaration of war with Turkey. Tho 
idea IB that Kurope would then bo coin- 
polled to adopt a neutral attitude. It SB 
agreed that the Greek lleot could con- 
quer the islands in the J3*aii aea, in- 
cluding Samar, while tho Greek army, 
assiated by insurgent bands, could rap- 
idly overrun Macedonia. 
It ifl engeated that aa the conditions 


in Crete do not give sulllciont pretext 
for a declaration of war, a more valid 
excuse can bo found in tho refusal of 
Turkey to concede to Greece tho terri- 
tory asaiencd to her at the Berlin con- 
vention. The boundary line, ae speci- 
fied in the Berlin treaty, started at tho 
mouth of the Kalamo river, opposite the 
ialand of Corefu, and thi* would have 
included in Grecian territory Jamnn 
and the town of Moexovo. 


But tho powers failed to enforce the 


conference and Greece, despite her pro- 
test, was obliged to accept the present 
frontier, which was ratified at Constan- 
tinople in August, 1881. Jt must be ad- 
mitted, aaya the Times' corroBpondent, 
that Greece hag legitimate grounds lor 
complaint againat the great powers and 
Turkey, and itio thought by good jmlgoa 
of Greek policy at AtheiiB that if tho 
boundary fixed by the conference wore 
conceded, Greece would willingly aban- 
don her pretensions in Crete. At pres- 
ent, however, tho powcra do not aeein in 
a mood to negotiate.
